Virgil describes all too plainly 
the dreadful pestilence of his time, which 
afflicted horses and other animals, 
and it is not to be cenciuded that 
he described the inskances of a 
single year. That these plagues were 
of frequent occurrence is shown in his 
writings. Homer also tells of the

Numbers of dir ease germs are scattered 
in the earth, w’ ter and air. Contagious 
fever germs ‘,re passed from animal to 
animal, and we have them with our food 
and drink 

In thi, country we have millions and 
millior,s of cattle under various condi 

tone,’ from the close, unhealthy quarters 
aD’4 gwill feed of the crowded towns to 
tae pure air and pasturage of the Rocky 
mountains, but among ali these millions 
we have had no case of rinderpest and 
we may concinde this will be our misery 
for the future until the disease is brought 
te, our shores. Our climate, it has been 
concluded, is not favorable to these par- 
ticular diseases which afflict Europe, or 
we would bave hadthem. Pleuro-pneu- 
tmonia did not exist here until imported, 
and a:though it was believed it could not 
exist beyond the Alleghenies, it docs ex- 
ist there. The West had been free be- 
cause contagion was never brought here. 

Some animal plagues do not originate 
in any known country, and the attempts 
to trace their origin have proved futile. 
Some of these have had alarge effect on 
the heaith and property of the world. 
Diseases which only arise from contagion 
are attributed to other catises, aud scien- 
tists charged with the duty of 
repressing them have to _ struggle 
with wrong opinions. The writings 
on these . diseases 
years ago serve to show what rapid ad- 
vances science has made in this direc- 
tion. The germ theory has been ridi- 
culed the most of all. Varro, before the 
birth of Christ, writing on malarial fever, 
attributed it to little animals bred in 
marshes. Not until 1876 was this theory 
established. 

Dr. Salmon here introduced a number 
of drawings from photographs, much en- 
larged, showing the result of micro- 
scopic examinations.of disease germs in 
cattle, poultry and swine, and the differ- 
ent appearance of the same disease—such 
as cholera—had in poultry and swine. 

The lecturer spoke of the danger from 
animals afflicted with tuberculosis, or 
consumption. Few,probably, realized the 
vast number of domesticated animals 
held in this country and not protected 
from these diseases. ‘There are thirteen 
and:a half million horses and mules, 44, - 


000,000 swine. The horses, sixteen 
abreast, would make a line 4,000 miles 
long, and all the animals in line would 
reach 10,000 miles. To along the 
line would take twenty days, of twelve 
hours each, travelling at the rate of 
twenty miles an hour, These animals, 
worth $2,500,000 (two thousand five

England 
lost millons of cattle by these diseases, 
and to estimate our possible loss we have 
only to multiply by seven. Consump- 
tion is becoming more prevalent among 
cattle, and there is practically no inspec-

Lions as Family Pets. 


H. H. Cross was for seventeen years 
engaged in the purchase of animals for 
menageries, and for long study of their 
dispositions and peculiarities be is a 
convert to the theory that all animals 
will eventually . become what man 
chooses to make them. For instance, 
‘he characterizes the bull-dog as the 
natural gentleman of his species, with 
more intelligence and discernment than 
any other, until he learns how to fight 
and gradualiy becomes the bruiser and 
loafer of his kind. Some years ago, 
while visiting Australia, he purchased 
a pair of young lions—male and female 
_—and brought them to his home in 
New York, where they have since been 
kept io an apartment fitted up expressly 
for them. Several of their cubs have 
sold for $1,000 each, sid he bas 
been offered $6,000 for either of the 
parent couple, but he declined to part 
with them and will keep them until 
they die. His children have learned 
to play with them without the least 
apprehension of danger, and a photo- 
graph of the pair has been inscribed:

his possession they have not shown the 
least disposition to injure any one, and 
he never had any tronble with their 
descendants, with the exception of one 
incorrigible cub, which Mr. Cross de- 
scribes as ‘‘the greatest lunkhead he 


resisted all blandishments, and at one 
time, during Mr. Cfoss’ absence from 
home, amused himself by tearing out 
‘the bottom of the cage and then refusing 
to allow his temporary keeper to repair 
the damage. Whenever the keeper made 
an attempt to sip a board over the hole 
the cub would strike at Lim viciously as 
a notification that he was regarded as a 
trespasser, and the cage was left undis- 
turbed. When the owner returned he 
was apprised of the insurrection in his 
menagerie, and promptly armed himself 
with a stout stick as a preparation of 
war. He tried to place a board over the 
‘game hole, but the lion resented the in- 
_trusion, and the subsequent engagement 
may be described in Mr. Cross’ own 
words: My experience has told me that 
a lion’s vulnerable points of attack 
were on the nasal cavity an paws, 
aud a few quick and carnest raps 
across these will defeat the bravest lion 
and make him turn tail. I went for the 
obdurate cub. with my stick; he sur- 
rendered, promptly if not gracefully, 
and there was no further objection to 
board or projected repairs. 

This is the only misunderstanding re- 
corded in that department, and the cub 
| was sold at the first opportunity. The 
members of his home menageric have 
| been almost entirely exempt from sick- 
ness since their residence in America, 
but every attention has been paid to thei: 
‘physical well-being. Mr. Cross states 
that if lions are kept ina healthy con 
dition they must have access to the 
ground, for otherwise they soon become 
victims of paralysis or incurable dis- 
‘temper. In dealing with his lions he 
has found that they, like human beings, 
oftentimes prefer to be let alone, and on 
such occasions he paid no attention to 
them, but always reciprocated any dis- 
to be sociable. — St. Paul Pioneer

From Their Position--A Stabborn 
Battle that Continued Until 
Nightfall. 


Details of a battle bstween General Mid- 
ileton's Canadian troops and Riel's balf-breed 
rebels, near Batouche, are as follows: 

The forces left the camp at 6 o'clock on 
Saturday morning, leaving all supplies and 
teuts behind After marching several miles 
without seeing or hearing anything of the 
enemy, suddenly the whistle of the ste.mer 
Northcote, which had beea donverted into 
a gunboat, was heard blowing continu- 
ously. As the troops drew nearer, they 
heard the sound of heavy firing in 
the direction of the river. A signal was fired, 
ani the gums on the steamer replied. Scouts 
and a Gatling gun were then pushed rapid'y 
ahead, and came upon two houses near the 
bank of the river, which here is very precipi- 
tous. They met an advanced party of rebels, 
who fired, and then retreated bshind the 


house. The Gatling gun was brought 
fo bear on them, when they ran 
into a house near the church of St. Laurent. 
This was also fired on by the Gatling, when 
the rebels ran outinto the bushes. A bat 
tery by this time came up with a rush and 
got into position, sending several] shells after 
the rebels. The Royal Grenadiers then 


advance 


out of the house waving a white flag. ‘ien- 
eral Middleton and staff advanced and shook 
hands with the priest. Then three other 
priests and five Sisters of Charity came out. 
A number of half breed children were inside 
the building in charge of the Sisiers 

The Nartheete arrived ata point 
amueé above Batouche at530 a. uw. The 
rebels immediately began firing at it from 
beth banks of the river. The steamer soon 
afterward stuck in the mud, but swung clear 
again, and just before their arrival at the 
rossing the troops got a glimpse of her go- 
ing down the river. She must have received 
a nard fire, for her smokestack was down. 

The grenadiers still advanced, skirmishing 
through the bush on the right of the trail, the 
ratling being pushed forward down the de 
‘hvity toward Batouche, now plainly visible 
in the valley below. Here A Battery unlim- 
ered on the top of the ridge, sending shells 
mito the rebels, and while deing so were al- 
most surprised by a number of the enemy. 
When they were discovered they madea wiid 
*harge for the guns, firing and yelling as the, 


ran. 

At this point Captain Howard, of the Sec- 
ond regiment, Conpecticut national guards, 
who is with the Cadadians incharge of the 
Gatiing battery, s@w the danger, aad 
promptly took measures which saved the 
Canadian “6 great loss of life, if not 
ntter rout. Vith cool daring be ran 
a Gatling gun in front of the battery 
and opening a rapid, skillful fire he sent a 
thower of bullets into the rebels which laid 
many of them rho ground, and sent the 
others scurrying back under shelter of the 
bush’ Here, under safe cover, chagrined 
at their unexpected repulse. they re 
thliated by opening fire on Howard 
Pie young officer's escape from injary was 
simost miraculous, but be gallautiy stood his 
ground and finally drove the rebels, who 
found it impossible to bold out against the 
terrible fire, to a pit constructed for purposes 
of safety inadeep ravine running up from 
the river. Howard's bravery is especially 
sommended. 

The engagement continued until the troops 
had completely routed the rebels and took 
possession of Batouche, where they now are. 
Gunner Phillips, of A battery, was the only 
one killed, and six only were injured. The 
is very large.

Mrs. Dennis Breslin bas six little children, the 
oldest only eight years of Three of 
them are down with the disease. She frank- 
ly admitted that she hadn’t a five-cent piece 
in the house with which to buy medicine or 
food. Owen Morgan, an industrious miner, 
has had no work for amonth. He has stx 
children, one a baby three weeks old. Five 
of them are sick. He wouldn’t tell bis wants, 
but his next door neighbor said that the 
children would die for want of proper medi- 
cine and nourishment; that there was no 
money in the house, and Owen was too proud 
to let anybody know it. 

J.M. Shaw lives in a little house with 
rough board walisand carpetiess floors. His 
wife died of the fever on Tuesday, leaving 
eight littie children in bed with the same dis- 
ease, Shaw was found standing over the bed 
looking at his children. There was no nurse 
except himself. He isa tall, broad-shoul- 
dered, handsome man—a type of the back- 
woodsman. He is an American, and uses 
good language. When askedif he had any 
money he sajd in a husky voice: 

‘*No; I bdven’t. ve bad no work for over 
three weeks. My wife's gone and my chil- 
dren are sick, Oh, my God, my home is 
broken up!” And the father leaned over the 
footboaru of the sick bed and sobbed. 

The Rev. Dr. Walker, pastor of Plymouth 
Methodist church, has two grown sons down 
with the fever. One of them came bome from 
Drew seminary a before the epidemic be- 
came pronou and was taken sick in a few 
days.
